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how the Nasi defeat has not ended the nightmare for die concentration camp 
survivor. 

Additional films could also be used include Let My People Go* a power- 
ful documentary covering the length and breadth of Jewish history from me 
perspective of the Holocaust; Triumph of Will, presenting shocking captured 
Nazi war films; Nigh/ andtog^ an eerie look sit a concentration camp during the 
war and a present day walk through on a clear and sunny day, with the echoes 
ot the past reverberating cruelly in the wind past the barbed wire and into the 
sun lit surrounding fields of green grass and flowers; and The Illegals* a pro- 
found documentary on the illegal voyage of displaced persons to Palestine on 
un seaworthy vessels in the years immediately following the war. The V&pqgp of

Recordings are also far more effective than written words. One such 
recording, whose effect is overpowering is of Nazi songs and marches inter- 
spersed with the actual voices of Hitler and other prominent Nazis, all accom- 
panied by the narration, The record is called Hitler's Infern^ and is available in 
two volumes by Audio Masterpiece/ Audio Rarities, 

Have the students read aloud some of the many dramatisations that 
deal with aspects of the I lolocaust, Jewish heroism of the period and the like,, 
for example; Behind the Ghetto Wall Pavachntists and Partisans* Iswel Dream and 
b/f/fi//mctit 7 and J lis Bm/her J j Keeper, 

Invite a guest speaker, a survivor of the Holocaust who will describe 
some aspects of his experiences to the students, Let the students ask ques- 
tions on topics that bother them, This can he a most effective and moving
